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PROFILE  :  MARY,  QUEEN  OF  SCOTS,  1542-1587. 

Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,  was  the  daughter  of  James  V  and  Mary  of  Guise,  being  born  only 
a  week  before  her  father  died  of  a  fever.  Although  a  marriage  with  Prince  Edward  of  England 
was  arranged  when  she  was  only  a  week  old,  war  with  England  followed,  and  she  later  sailed 
to  France  for  greater  safety  where  she  married  Francis,  the  young  Dauphin,  in  1558.  A  sickly 
youth,  he  died  in  1560,  a  year  after  becoming  King  of  France.  Mary  returned  to  Scotland 
in  1561. 

Mary  wras  well  liked  by  her  people  for  she  was  a  woman  of  great  beauty  and  accomplished 
wit.  Her  devotion  to  the  Catholic  church,  however,  brought  her  into  collision  with  John 
Knox  and  his  Reformers.  Various  kings  and  nobles  were  proposed  as  candidates  for  her 
hand  in  marriage,  but  her  choice  finally  fell  on  her  cousin  Henry  Darnley,  who  was  one  of  the 
nearest  heirs  to  the  English  crown.  Mary  and  he  were  married  in  July  1565.  Darnley  was 
a  wTeak-minded  and  thoroughly  disreputable  individual  and  the  marriage  caused  great  dis¬ 
content  amongst  the  Scottish  nobles.  'Phis  led  to  insurrection  which  was,  however,  quickly 
quelled  by  a  loyal  army.  By  this  time,  Mary  had  come  to  loathe  Darnley,  and  the  birth  of 
their  son  James  VI  (June  1566)  did  nothing  to  improve  their  relationship.  Divorce  was 
discussed,  and  then  in  January  1567  Darnley  fell  ill  with  small-pox.  In  February  he  was 
brought  to  Edinburgh  where  he  stayed  in  a  mansion  near  Kirk  o’  Field.  Mary  visited  him 
there  a  few  hours  before  the  house  was  blown  up  by  gunpowder  and  Darnley’s  body  was 
found  in  the  garden. 

The  Earl  of  Bothwell  was  accused  of  the  murder,  was  brought  to  trial  and  duly  acquitted. 
He  later  eloped  with  the  Queen  and  carried  her  to  Dunbar,  and  some  weeks  later  they  were 
married.  This  move  turned  all  her  nobles  against  her  and  her  own  army  surrendered  to 
them  at  Carberry  on  the  15th  June.  Mary  was  taken  first  to  Edinburgh  and  then  to  Lochleven 
where  she  was  forced  to  sign  an  act  of  abdication  in  favour  cf  her  son  James.  She  escaped 
from  Lochleven,  and  her  army  led  by  the  Regent,  Moray,  was  defeated  at  Langside  on  the 
13th  May  1568  ;  she  sought  the  protection  of  Elizabeth  of  England,  but  Elizabeth  imprisoned 
her  for  life.  After  being  transferred  from  one  castle  to  another  she  was  finally  beheaded  on 
the  8th  February  1587,  as  a  result  of  a  plot  that  she  is  thought  to  have  brought  against  Elizabeth. 

Mary’s  coinage  is  of  considerable  interest,  not  only  for  the  numerous  religious  inscriptions 
used  but  also  for  the  coins  issued  during  her  brief  marriages  to  the  Dauphin  and  Henry  Darnley 
when  her  husbands’  names  precede  her  own.  Most  of  her  coins  are  not  portrait  pieces,  but 
in  1554,  when  Mary  was  still  in  France,  billon  pennies  were  issued  bearing  her  young  head, 
the  profits  from  their  coining  going  to  the  French  Ambassador  in  Scotland.  Gold  portrait 
ryals  (see  front  cover)  show  Mary  at  the  age  of  thirteen  :  not  a  flattering  portrait  even  though 
standards  of  beauty  may  have  changed.  Only  two  specimens  have  survived  of  the  gold  ducats 
with  the  busts  of  Francis  and  Mary  face  to  face.  Her  only  other  portrait  pieces  were  silver 
testoons  and  half-testoons  issued  during  her  first  widowhood.  The  testoons  of  1553  were 
struck  in  a  screw  press,  eight  years  before  English  coins  of  Queen  Elizabeth  were  made  by 
the  same  method. 
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THE  ROYAL  MINT 

ITS  EVOLUTION  AND  DEVELOPMENT

Chapter  II  ( cont .) 

Offa  was  succeeded  as  King  of  Mercia  by  Coenwulf  who  reigned  from  796-822 
a.d.  His  contemporary  kings  of  Kent  were  Eadberht  (796-798)  who  was  deposed 
by  Coenwulf,  Eadwald  (798-801  ?)  a  king  unknown  to  history  but  whose  coins 
appear  to  fill  this  gap,  Cuthred  (801  ?-807)  and  Baldred  (807-825)  who  was  expelled 
by  Ecgberht  of  Wessex  and  who  was  the  last  king  of  Kent  to  strike  coins.  Many  of 
the  moneyers  of  these  four  kings  bear  the  same  names  as  the  moneyers  of  Coenwulf 
but  each  king  had  a  set  of  moneyers  entirely  different  from  that  of  his  predecessor 
which  suggests  that  these  moneyers  were  lent  for  short  periods  by  Coenwulf  to  the 
kings  of  Kent  who,  following  the  deposition  of  Eadberht,  had  become  mere  puppets 
ol  the  Mercian  king.  Further,  in  the  case  of  Baldred  and  Archbishop  Wulfred 
|  (805-832)  and  his  successors  the  coins  bear  inscriptions  showing  Canterbury  as  the 
place  of  mintage  with  the  name  of  the  moneyer  on  the  reverses.  The  fact  that  the 
moneyer  Swefherd,  for  instance,  when  striking  coins  for  Baldred  and  Archbishop 
Wulfred  used  dies  bearing  the  signature  of  Canterbury  but  when  striking  for  the 
King  of  Mercia  used  dies  bearing  no  mint  name  would  suggest  that  Canterbury  was 
not  his  normal  place  of  employment  and  that  the  London  Mint  was  in  fact  his 
headquarters. 

In  825  the  Mercians  were  defeated  by  Ecgbeorht  of  Wessex  at  Ellandune  and  by 
this  victory  the  supremacy  of  Wessex  was  finally  established.  Pennies  had  been 
struck  by  Beorhtric  (786-802),  Ecgbeorht’s  predecessor  as  king  of  Wessex,  and  as 
these  coins  bear  no  mint  name  it  must  be  assumed  that  they  'were  struck  at  Win¬ 
chester  which  at  the  dawn  of  English  history  was  one  of  our  principal  cities  and 
became  the  chief  city  of  the  Kings  of  Wessex.  As  the  government  of  Wessex  spread 
over  the  rest  of  the  kingdom  Winchester  became  the  capital  of  Saxon  England. 

Ecgbeorht  deposed  Baldred,  king  of  Kent,  and  annexed  his  territories.  He  also 
deposed  Wiglaf,  king  of  Mercia,  but  restored  him  in  830  as  a  tributary  king.  By 
his  annexation  of  Kent  Ecgbeorht  secured  the  Canterbury  Mint  and  for  a  time  he 
also  possessed  himself  of  the  London  Mint,  which  again  suggests  that  this  mint 
was  operated  by  the  Mercian  kings  and  wras  in  fact  working  at  the  time  when  these 
events  took  place.  In  both  these  cases  the  coins  bear  the  place  of  mintage,  but  others 
of  his  coins  which  are  not  inscribed  with  the  mint  town  but  bear  the  inscription 
saxo  or  saxoniorum  were  undoubtedly  struck  at  Winchester  his  capital.  The  coins 
of  Wiglaf,  king  of  Mercia,  and  those  of  his  successors  bear  no  place  name  but  there 
is  no  doubt  that  they  were  struck  at  the  London  Mint. 

The  victory  of  Wessex  completed  an  important  stage  in  the  development  of  the 
Mint  and  of  the  English  coinage  as  it  marked  the  end  of  the  rivalry  of  the  different 
Heptarchic  kingdoms  and  initiated  a  coinage  which  ultimately  merged  into  that 
of  the  kings  of  All  England.  Hitherto  coinages  had  been  issued  independently  by 
the  rulers  of  Kent,  Mercia,  Wessex  and  Northumbria.  Kent,  the  first  of  the  king¬ 
doms  to  lose  its  independence,  was  probably  responsible  for  the  introduction  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  coinage  from  its  capital  Canterbury,  which,  says  Camden,  “  was 
already  famous  in  the  time  of  the  Romans  ”  and  winch  was  the  cradle  of  Chris tianity 
in  England.  The  existence  of  the  Canterbury  Mint  is  first  noted  by  the  triens  of 
Liudhardus  struck  soon  after  the  marriage  of  Berchta  to  the  heir  to  the  throne  of 
Kent  about  a.d.  561.  It  is  probable  that  it  continued  in  operation  throughout  the 
period  of  the  anonymous  sceat  coinage  and  was  undoubtedly  the  mint  of  the  kings 
of  Kent.  On  the  absorption  of  the  kingdom  of  Kent  into  that  of  Wessex  the  mint 
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was  continued  in  operation  by  the  Kings  of  Wessex,  but  only  when  the  mint  became 
subject  to  the  control  of  alien  rulers,  who  had  thus  more  than  one  mint  at  their 
command,  does  the  name  of  the  city  appear  on  the  coins. 

In  the  case  of  London  which,  according  to  Bede,  was  “  a  princely  mart  town,” 
the  mint  established  there  at  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  century  was  no  doubt  a 
commercial  necessity  throughout  the  period  to  the  time  of  Offa  and,  unless  it  is  to 
be  assumed  that  following  the  Battle  of  Otford  the  Mercian  capital  was  virtually 
abandoned  in  favour  of  Canterbury,  continued  to  operate  under  the  successive 
kings  of  Mercia.  Here  again  the  mint  name  does  not  appear  on  the  coins  until 
Ecgbeorht  of  Wessex  added  London  to  his  existing  mints.  Winchester  the  chief 
city  of  the  Kings  of  Wessex  and  later  the  capital  of  Saxon  England  was  not  under 
alien  rule  during  the  period  under  consideration  and  consequently  does  not  appear 
as  a  mint  name  on  the  coins  although  it  was  in  this  city  that  the  coinage  of  the  kings 
of  Wessex  was  struck. 

Northumbria  after  a  long  rivalry  with  Mercia  was  left  to  her  own  resources  and 
established  a  regal  coinage  under  Ecgfrith  (670-685)  and  later  an  archbishop’s  coin-  | 
age  both  of  which  were  struck  at  York  but  none  of  which  bears  the  name  of  the 
city.  It  cannot  be  without  significance  that  while  the  mints  at  London,  Winchester, 
Canterbury  and  York  were  operating  independently  the  local  rulers  did  not  name 
the  place  of  mintage  on  their  coins.  The  obvious  reason  for  this  omission  would 
be  that  one  mint  only  was  operating  in  each  kingdom  and  that  that  mint  was  situated 
in  the  capital  city.  It  would  appear  to  follow  therefore  that  the  absence  of  a  mint 
name  on  a  coinage  would  indicate  that  that  coinage  was  struck  by  the  ruler  in  his 
capital  city  and  would  provide  a  further  argument  for  assigning  Offa’s  coinage  to  the 
London  Mint. 

The  occupation  of  the  London  Mint  by  Ecgbeorht  of  Wessex  was  only  temporary, 
and  as  the  coins  struck  there  bore  rex  m  (the  M  standing  for  Merciorum)  as  the 
king’s  title  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  period  of  occupation  occurred  during  the 
deposition  of  Wiglaf.  On  the  restoration  of  Wiglaf  the  London  Mint  reverted  to 
Mercian  control  and  the  mint  name  again  disappears  from  the  coinage.  Ecgberht 
was  succeeded  on  his  death  in  838  9  by  his  son  Aethelwulf  who  struck  coins  at 
both  Winchester  and  Canterbury  but  during  his  reign  the  mint  at  Winchester  was 
closed  and  most  of  the  moneyers  transferred  to  Canterbury.  It  is  a  matter  for  con¬ 
jecture  whether  this  event  was  due  to  the  exposure  of  Winchester  to  attacks  by  the 
Danish  Vikings,  who  captured  the  city  in  860,  or  to  the  rebellion  of  Aethelwulf ’s 
brother  Aethelbald,  as  the  result  of  which  the  Wessex  kingdom  was  divided,  the 
former  taking  the  eastern  states  Kent,  Sussex,  Surrey  and  Essex  and  the  latter 
Wessex  proper.  Thenceforward  the  Winchester  Mint  remained  closed  until  Alfred’s  ( 
victories  over  the  Danes. 

It  may  be  assumed  that  during  this  period  the  Mercian  kings  continued  to  use 
the  London  Mint  for  their  coinage  despite  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  country 
due  to  the  ravages  of  the  Danes.  Burgred  who  became  king  of  Mercia  in  852  had 
married  Aethelswith  a  daughter  of  Aethelwulf  and  sister  of  Ethelred  I  and  Alfred. 
When  he  came  to  the  throne  the  Danes  were  in  occupation  of  Southern  Mercia  but 
during  the  first  year  of  his  reign  they  were  driven  out  by  Aethelwulf  and  the  West 
Saxons.  In  867  the  Danes  marched  north  into  Northumbria  which  was  at  that 
time  divided  and  ruled  by  two  kings,  Osberht  and  Aella.  These  were  defeated  in 
turn,  the  Danes  became  masters  of  Northumbria  and  the  coinage  of  the  kings  of 
Northumbria  came  to  an  end.  Subsequently,  the  Danes  turned  South  again  and 
defeated  and  deposed  Burgred  in  874  when  the  independent  kingdom  of  Mercia 
ceased  to  exist.  The  Danes  appointed  Ceolwulf  as  a  tributary  king  but  deposed 
him  a  few  years  later.  Thus  at  the  accession  of  Alfred  who,  in  871  was  proclaimed 
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as  king  of  Wessex  and  of  Kent,  Canterbury  was  the  only  mint  in  operation  south 
of  the  Humber.  On  the  deposition  of  Burgred,  king  of  Mercia,  London  was 
occupied  by  the  Danes  under  their  leader  Halfdene,  who  had  become  the  first  Danish 
king  of  Northumbria.  Halfdene  struck  pennies  in  the  London  mint  bearing  the 
London  monogram.  Up  to  this  time  the  coinage  of  Northumbria  had  been  confined 
to  sceats  and  the  Danes  had  not  issued  a  coinage  of  their  own.  The  fact  that  Half¬ 
dene  was  able  to  strike  pennies  is  therefore  evidence  that  a  mint  was  existing  in 
London  at  the  time  of  his  occupation  and  was  able  to  introduce  him  to  the  “  mystery  ” 
of  coinage.  Later,  Halfdene  went  North  to  York  to  rule  his  newly  acquired  king¬ 
dom  of  Northumbria,  leaving  part  of  his  army  under  the  command  of  Guthrum. 
After  varying  fortunes,  including  his  temporary  eclipse  in  the  isle  of  Athelney, 
Alfred  finally  defeated  the  Danes  in  878  and  secured  the  surrender  of  Guthrum. 
Guthrum  adopted  Christianity  and  was  baptised  under  the  name  of  Aethelstan. 
He  did  homage  to  his  conqueror  and  was  given  East  Anglia  and  a  part  of  Mercia 
for  his  dominions,  to  rule  as  a  vassal  of  the  Wessex  king.  Here  he  continued  to 
strike  the  penny  coinage  which  had  been  introduced  by  Aethelstan  I  (c.  825-840  ?) 
no  doubt  after  the  supremacy  of  Mercia  had  been  destroyed  by  Ecbeorght  of  Wessex 
in  825.  Aethelweard  and  Edmund,  the  successors  of  Aethelstan,  continued  to  strike 
an  East  Anglian  coinage  at  an  unidentified  mint,  but  which  was  probably  Lincoln 
since  Bede  refers  to  it  as  a  city  in  his  day  and  records  its  early  conversion  to  Christian¬ 
ity.  It  was  the  capital  of  the  Saxon  Earls  of  Mercia,  and  coins  bearing  the  monogram 
of  the  city  were  struck  by  the  Danes  during  Alfred’s  reign.  The  coinage  had  tem¬ 
porarily  ceased  on  the  murder  of  Edmund  by  the  Danes  in  870. 

After  the  conclusion  of  peace  with  Guthrum,  Alfred  proceeded  with  the  expansion 
and  organisation  of  his  Wessex  kingdom.  In  886  he  was  able  to  restore  London 
and  in  the  words  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle  at  that  year  “  all  the  Angle  race 
that  were  not  in  thraldom  under  the  Danes  submitted  to  him  and  then  he  entrusted 
London  to  the  government  of  the  ealdorman  Ethelred.”  To  the  Canterbury  mint, 
which  was  his  sole  source  of  coinage  at  the  beginning  of  his  reign,  Alfred  was  now 
able  to  add  London  and  with  his  re-occupation  of  his  Wessex  kingdom  and  of  South- 
West  Mercia  he  re-opened  the  Winchester  mint  and  added  new  mints  at  Gloucester, 
Exeter  and  Bath.  All  these  mints  can  be  identified  as  place-names  on  the  coins. 

Edward  the  Elder  who  succeeded  Alfred  in  901  greatly  extended  his  kingdom 
and  may  be  regarded  as  the  first  king  of  All  England  for  after  many  campaigns  he 
became  direct  ruler  of  all  England  south  of  the  Humber  and  was  the  overlord  of 
Regnald  of  Northumbria.  At  the  instance  of  his  sister  Ethelfleda,  the  Lady  of  the 
Mercians,  and  wife  of  Ethelred  the  ealdorman  of  London,  Edward  built  many 
burgs  as  fortresses  against  the  Danes  and  the  Welsh,  some  of  which  were  destined 
to  a  prosperous  future  such  as  Warwick,  Shrewsbury,  Hertford,  Chester,  With 
these  developments  went  an  expansion  of  the  coinage  but  the  differentiation  of 
mints  upon  the  coins  which  was  the  practice  during  Alfred’s  reign  was  not  followed 
by  Edward.  His  numerous  moneyers,  of  whose  names  over  one  hundred  appear 
on  the  coins,  and  the  many  and  various  types  of  coins  issued  suggest  that  he  had 
many  mints  in  operation  but  a  penny  of  Bath  is  the  only  coin  of  his  reign  that  bears 
the  name  of  a  mint.  That  London,  Canterbury  and  Winchester  would  have  been 
coining  is  certain  from  the  importance  which  Aethelstan,  Edward’s  successor, 
attached  to  the  mints  of  these  cities  and  on  similar  grounds  mints  were  probably 
operating  in  the  newly  subdued  Danish  towns  such  as  Leicester,  Derby,  Norwich, 
Nottingham,  York  and  also  in  many  of  the  burgs  which  Edward  and  his  sister  had 
fortified. 

Aethelstan  (925-941),  who  succeeded  to  the  position  which  his  father  Edward 
had  won  and  turned  it  by  his  strenuous  efforts  into  a  dominion  over  the  whole  British 
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island,  is  responsible  for  the  earliest  surviving  law  relating  to  the  coinage  and  the 
mint.  This  law  was  one  of  the  measures  enacted  at  the  Witan  held  at  Greatley 
in  928  and  provided  that  a  single  coinage  should  be  current,  that  no  one  should 
com  save  in  a  town,  that  each  burg  was  entitled  to  have  one  moneyer  but  certain 
places  on  account  of  their  importance  were  to  have  two  or  more  moneyers,  and  that 
a  moneyer  guilty  of  debasing  the  coinage  should  have  his  right  hand  cut  off  and  set 
up  in  the  money-smithy.  The  importance  of  the  London,  Canterbury  and  Win¬ 
chester  mints,  which  could  only  have  derived  from  long  established  usage  and  for 
which  the  occasional  mention  on  the  coin  cannot  possibly  be  any  criterion,  is  made 
evident  by  the  fact  that  they  are  assigned  8,  7,  and  6  moneyers  respectively  while, 
with  the  exception  of  Rochester  where  the  king  had  2  moneyers  and  the  bishop  1, 
no  other  town  or  city  had  more  than  2. 

This  ordinance  meant  that  in  future  all  coins  would  be  issued  under  one  authority 
and  would  bear  one  effigyr  and  device  viz.  the  king’s  as  a  warranty  for  the  circulation 
of  pieces  of  the  precious  metals  at  fixed  values  and  of  a  standard  weight  and  fineness. 
The  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  York  who  had  issued  coins  in  their  own  names 
were  still  permitted  the  privilege  of  coining  but  were  now  required  to  place  the 
king’s  effigy  and  title  only  on  their  coins.

CHRONOGRAMMATIC  COINS  AND  MEDALS. 

By  L.  V.  Larsen,  Coshocton,  Ohio. 

A  chronogram  is  a  phrase  or  sentence  in  which  certain  letters,  if  considered  to  be  numbers 
added  together,  yield  a  number  which  is  the  date  of  a  year.  Because  several  letters,  if  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  Roman  numerals,  have  numerical  values  as  I  =1,  V  =  5,  X=10,  L  =  50,  C  — 100, 
D  — 500,  and  M=1000,  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  construct  a  phrase  or  sentence  containing 
enough  of  these  letters  to  produce  any  desired  date.  For  example,  if  the  large  letters  in  the 
following  sentence  are  added  together,  the  date  1666  is  obtained  : 

LorD  haVe  MerCIe  Vpon  Vs  (50  +  500  +  5  -|  1000  +  100  +  1  h  5  4  5=1666) 

During  the  17th  and  18th  centuries  many  medals  and  coins  were  struck  having  on  them 
inscriptions  in  the  form  of  chronograms.  Because  medals  so  frequently  were  struck  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  some  particular  event,  the  date  of  the  event  was  often  given  in  a  chronogram- 
matic  inscription.  While  the  chronogrammatic  legend  might  be  on  either  the  obverse  or 
reverse  of  the  medal,  it  was  more  often  than  not  the  inscription  around  the  rim  of  the  medal. 

In  lists  of  medals  attention  is  sometimes  called  to  the  chronogrammatic  legend  on  a  medal, 
but  not  invariably.  It  is  tedious  to  copy  one  of  these  legends,  being  sure  to  make  no  error, 
so  that  it  will  “  add  up,”  and  that  is  probably  why  the  entry  in  a  list  will  often  merely  make 
a  remark  to  the  effect  that  the  medal  has  its  date  in  a  chronogram. 

I  have  gone  through  the  various  numbers  of  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  since  its 
first  publication  in  1945  and  noted  a  number  of  these  chronogrammatic  coins  and  medals 
listed,  although  probably  the  following  list  is  not  complete  even  for  the  series  of  Bulletins  :

Three  other  medals  were  listed,  having  chronogrammatic  legends  noted  but  not  given  in 
the  descriptions. 

Collection  of  a  group  of  these  chronogrammatic  medals  should  be  an  interesting  project, 
and  medals  of  the  period  of  these  already  in  one’s  collection  may  be  found  to  bear  such  inscrip¬ 
tions,  hitherto  unrecognized.  I  have  a  box  medal  made  from  a  large  silver  medal,  com¬ 
memorating  the  advent  of  the  18th  century  which  bears  a  long  inscription  around  its  edge, 
which  I  did  not  recognize  as  being  a  chronogram  for  quite  a  while  after  I  had  owrned  it.  The 
legend  reads  annVs  saeCVLarIs  XVII  a  nato  Ies  V  ChrIsto,  CVI  gLorIa  sIt  DICenDa 
In  sajCVLa,  which  represents  1700. 

THE  TUTBURY  HOARD,  1831. 

An  excerpt  from  The  Natural  History  of  the  County  of  Stafford ,  by  Robert  Gamer  (1844). 

At  Tutbury  Castle  some  of  the  Mercian  kings  probably  resided  :  at  the  Conquest  its 
Saxon  proprietor  was  dispossessed,  and  it  was  given  to  Henry  de  Ferrers.  In  the  year  1250 
it  was  bestowed  on  the  Earl  of  Lancaster,  Ferrers,  Earl  of  Derby  having  been  attainted  of 
treason.  Thomas,  the  second  Earl  of  Lancaster,  repaired  the  castle,  and  made  it  his  principal 
residence  ;  rebelling  against  Edward  II,  he  lost  his  life  as  a  traitor,  having  had  previously 
to  fly  before  the  monarch  from  the  castle,  in  1320.  It  was  in  crossing  the  river  that  his  chest 
of  money  was  lost  :  and  lately,  June  1st  1831,  some  workmen  employed  in  removing  the  sand 
out  of  the  bed  of  the  river  met  with  this  lost  treasure,  or  a  portion  of  it.  “  In  the  following 
week  a  further  search  was  made  by  a  number  of  persons,  two  of  whom  found  upwards  of  five 
thousand  coins,  which  they  sold  to  the  spectators  at  from  bs  to  8s  6d  per  hundred.  This 
splendid  success  attracted  a  great  number  of  money  searchers  to  the  spot,  and  such  quarrels 
and  disturbances  arose,  that  the  magistrates  were  obliged  to  interfere  for  the  restoration  of 
peace,  which  was  not  fully  established  till  the  crown  officers  asserted  the  right  of  his  Majesty 
to  all  coins  that  might  be  subsequently  discovered.  The  search  was  continued  several  days, 
and  the  total  quantity  found  was  about  one  hundred  thousand,  of  which  only  about  fifteen 
hundred  were  forwarded  to  his  Majesty.”  The  whole  of  them  were  silver,  and  “  having 
been  for  such  a  succession  of  years  lying  amidst  the  soil  which  once  formed  the  bed  of  the 
stream,  the  mass  had  become  a  hard  substance,  scarely  yielding  in  soldity  to  stone  itself, 
in  which  coin  upon  coin  appeared  to  form  some  of  the  original  component  parts.”  These 
coins  were  a  number  of  sterlings  of  the  empire,  Brabant,  Lorraine,  and  Hainault,  and  the 
Scottish  coins  of  Alexander  III,  John  Baliol,  and  Robert  Bruce  ;  a  complete  English  series 
of  those  of  the  first  Edward  struck  at  London,  York,  Canterbury,  Chester,  Durham,  Lincoln, 
Bristol,  Exeter,  Berwick,  St.  Edmund’s,  Kingston,  and  Newcastle,  Dublin,  Waterford,  and 
Cork  ;  specimens  of  all  the  prelatical  coins  of  Edward  I,  and  Edward  II,  as  of  Bishops  Beck, 
Kellar,  and  Beaumont,  Bishops  of  Durham  ;  others  bearing  the  name  of  “  Rob.  de  Hadley  ”  ; 
a  few  of  the  See  of  York  ;  many  of  Henry  III,  and  a  few  of  the  most  early  of  Edward  II. 
All  the  coins  with  one  exception  were  about  the  size  of  sixpences  ;  this  was  a  beautiful  silver 
coin  of  the  size  of  a  half-crown,  and  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I  [A  groat — Editor]. 

YOUR  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED. 

Q.  1.  I  have  a  coin  or  medalet  the  size  of  a  sixpence  with  the  portraits  of  William  and  Mary 
and  a  V  below  the  busts.  The  reverse  has  a  wm  cypher  with  a  crown  above.  Is  this  a 
pattern  ? 

A.  1.  This  will  be  the  William  and  Mary  Scottish  five  shillings.  At  this  period  there  were 
ten  shillings  Scots  to  one  English  shilling,  and  the  Scottish  five  shillings  was,  there¬ 
fore,  the  equivalent  of  an  English  sixpence. 

Q.  2.  On  all  sovereigns  I  have  seen,  there  is  a  streamer  flying  from  St.  George’s  helmet, 
yet  I  bought  one  the  other  day  which  had  no  streamer — the  date  is  1880.  Is  this 
unusual  ? 

A.  2.  No,  the  streamer  was  omitted  on  all  St.  George  types  for  George  IV  and  Victoria 
young  heads  :  it  reappears  on  the  Jubilee  sovereign  of  1887. 

Q.  3.  I  have  a  William  III  Shilling,  1696B  with  no  tie  behind  the  bust.  Is  this  a  rare  variety  ? 
A.  3.  No,  even  some  EF  specimens  of  the  provincial  mints,  particularly  Bristol  and  Chester, 
show  the  so-called  “  no  tie  ”  variety.  This  is  not  really  a  variety  at  all,  and  is  due  to 
wear  or  filling  up  of  the  die,  causing  poor  or  weak  striking  of  this  part  of  the  design.

AUSTRALIAN  1930  PENNY. 

K.  J.  Irons,  Randwick,  N.S.W. 

If  you  should  be  told  that  1920  pennys  are  worth  £ 8  don’t  be  misled  because  what  is 
really  meant  is  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  pennys  amount  to  £8. 

However,  it  is  true  that  a  1930  penny  is  worth  considerably  more  than  its  face  value  and  is 
probably  the  rarest  of  all  Australian  coins.  Newspaper  reports  at  various  times  have  placed 
its  value  at  prices  ranging  up  to  £10  but  it  is  not  worth  anything  like  that  amount.  At  the 
present  time  it  is  valued  by  collectors  at  between  10/-  and  £1. 

You  may  ask  why  a  penny  should  be  considered  valuable  just  because  it  bears  a  different 
date.  Most  Australian  numismatists  collect  the  Commonwealth  date  series,  i.e.  a  coin  of 
each  date  and  mint  mark  since  1910  of  all  the  denominations.  This  set  (comprising  about 
270  coins)  is  becoming  very  difficult  to  complete  and  for  new  collectors  one  of  the  main 
stumbling  blocks  is  in  obtaining  a  1930  penny.  The  writer  has  been  collecting  coins  for 
about  10  years  and  just  2  months  ago  obtained  a  1930  penny  to  complete  his  series  of  pennys. 

It  is  impossible  to  state  how  many  are  in  existence  as  there  is  no  official  record  of  the 
number  struck.  A  few  years  ago  about  50  specimens  were  traced  but  it  is  possible  quite  a 
number  were  not  traced  and  more  have  probably  been  discovered  since.  It  is  now  believed 
there  are  approximately  100  to  150  specimens  in  existence  but  some  more  may  still  be  in 
circulation. 

The  Mint  has  stated  that  no  specimens  were  struck  except  those  intended  for  museum 
collections.  In  the  striking  of  these  few,  many  more  would  be  made  and  the  best  specimens 
kept  for  this  purpose.  It  was  probably  intended  to  melt  the  surplus  down  again  but  these 
were  issued  (probably  in  error)  at  a  later  date.  They  were  discovered  in  circulation  by  col¬ 
lectors  about  1940  in  Melbourne  but  since  then  have  been  found  in  widely  separated  places. 
Once  discovered,  the  panic  was  on  among  collectors  to  obtain  specimens.  A  noted  Sydney 
numismatist,  the  late  Sir  Marcus  Clark,  requested  all  the  cashiers  in  his  stores  to  examine 
every  penny  handled  and  it  is  believed  this  yielded  at  least  one.  Another  collector  had  a

number  of  newsboys  searching  for  him  and  one  found  a  specimen  in  his  takings.  Other 
collectors  have  examined  hundreds  of  pounds  worth  of  pennys  some  with  success,  while 
some  were  lucky  enough  to  receive  one  in  change. 

Some  years  ago  a  Sydney  coin  dealer  advertised  in  a  newspaper  offering  to  pay  10/-  each 
for  specimens.  However,  he  was  informed  that  it  contravenes  Australian  monetary  regu¬ 
lations  to  buy  or  sell  Australian  coins  at  more  than  their  face  value  and  the  paper  refused  to 
accept  any  more  advertisements. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to  counterfeit  this  coin  by  altering  the  date  of  other  pennys 
(such  as  1936)  to  1930  but  this  is  most  unsuccessful  as  it  is  easily  detected. 

If  you  examine  a  few  1931  pennys  you  will  find  there  are  two  different  types.  On  one 
type  you  will  notice  that  the  last  1  in  the  date  is  slightly  out  of  line.  This  leads  numismatists 
to  believe  that  the  1930  die  was  altered  to  1931  and  used  to  strike  some  coins  probably  before 
the  actual  1931  die  was  prepared. 

As  stated  above,  it  is  quite  probable  there  are  still  a  number  of  these  interesting  coins  in 
circulation  so  watch  your  change — you  may  be  lucky.  However,  be  careful  if  anyone  claims 
to  possess  one  as  it  is  quite  probably  an  English  penny  of  the  same  date.  These  are  often 
hopefully  tendered  in  exchange  for  a  10/-  note  but  are  quite  common  and  worth  exactly 
one  penny.

New  Australian  Florin  disappoints  collectors.  Mr.  J.  Hunt  Deacon,  writing  in  the 
Adelaide  Sunday  Advertiser ,  says  “  The  new  Australian  florin  lacks  any  indication  that  it 
was  issued  for  the  Royal  visit.  The  bare  words  Australian  florin  and  date  are  insufficient. 

The  type  design,  the  British  lion  and  the  kangaroo  of  Australia  standing  side  by  side,  is 
good  symbolically  although  its  space  filling  qualities  are  poor.  Symbolism  is  an  important 
point  in  coin  designing,  and  here  the  close  association  of  Australia  with  the  mother  country  is 
adequately  expressed.  The  tallness  of  the  kangaroo  and  the  length  of  the  lion  give  the  type 
a  somewhat  unbalanced  appearance  and  leave  much  space  at  the  top  left  and  to  the  right. 
As  a  commemorative  coin  for  a  special  occasion  it  is  most  disappointing,  but  as  a  design  for 
an  ordinary  issue  it  has  much  to  commend  it. 

The  Numismatic  Society  of  South  Australia,  mindful  of  the  poorly  designed  coins  of  the 
past,  called  for  suggestions  from  its  members.  Two  were  submitted  to  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment,  both  more  indicative  of  the  event.  It  was  considered  that  the  words  regal  tour  would 
be  the  most  suitable  for  the  first  visit  of  a  reigning  monarch.  It  was  also  thought  that  to  com¬ 
memorate  such  an  event  a  five  shilling  piece  would  afford  greater  scope  for  the  designer 
and  also,  because  of  its  rarity,  make  a  greater  impact  on  the  public. 

The  first  design  submitted  by  Mr.  S.  B.  Munro,  the  president  of  the  S.A..  Numismatic 
Society,  has  for  its  type  the  Royal  Standard  superimposed  on  the  Australian  flag  and  bearing 
at  the  top  of  the  masts  an  Imperial  Crown  and  the  arms  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  has  on 
the  right  a  sprig  of  wattle,  symbolic  of  Australia,  and  on  the  left  a  Scottish  thistle,  a  compli¬ 
ment  to  the  Queen. 

The  second  design,  submitted  by  the  writer,  has  the  words  regal  tour  Australia  crown. 
The  field  is  occupied  by  a  map  of  Australia  on  which  is  superimposed  an  Imperial  Crown, 
above  the  map  the  royal  monogram  e  ii  r  and  below  it  the  date  1954.  The  design  indicates 
the  Crowned,  that  is  the  Crowned  Head,  in  Australia  ;  that  Australia  is  under,  that  is  under 
allegiance  to,  the  Crown  ;  and  that  the  denomination  of  the  coin  is  a  crown,  or  five  shillings. 

New  Spanish  Coin.  Under  a  law  promulgated  on  22nd  December  1953,  authorisation 
was  given  to  mint  and  put  into  circulation  250  million  pesetas  in  pieces  of  2,50  ptas.,  made  in 
copper-aluminium  alloy. 

The  composition  of  these  pieces  is  90%  copper.  The  weight  is  7  grammes,  and  they  are 
round,  with  milled  edges,  25  millimetres  in  diameter.  The  minting  of  these  coins  has  been 
carried  out  entirely  by  the  Fabrica  Nacional  de  Moneda  y  Timbre  de  Madrid.  First  deliveries 
to  the  Banco  de  Espana  for  putting  into  circulation  were  made  at  the  beginning  of  February.

Keeper  of  Coins  at  Liverpool.  The  City  xMuseums  are  appointing  Honorary  Keepers 
who  are  experts  in  various  fields,  and  under  this  scheme  the  title  of  Honorary  Keeper  of  Coins 
is  to  be  conferred  on  Mr.  W.  G.  H.  Jones,  of  Upton,  an  official  of  Lloyds  Bank,  Walter  Street. 
Mr.  Jones  is  well  known  to  all  historians  on  Merseyside.  He  is  honorary  treasurer  of  the 
Historic  Society  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  a  post  he  has  occupied  many  years  ;  and  also 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Merseyside  Numismatic  Society,  whose  members  lent  a  number 
of  rare  gold  coins  to  the  Liverpool  Coronation  exhibition. — Liverpool  Daily  Post ,  15 th  March. 
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Ex-King  of  Italy’s  Coin  Collection.  Extra  police  are  guarding  the  Barberini  Palace, 
Rome,  while  experts  prepare  for  the  enormous  task  of  sorting  the  largest  and  probably  the 
hnest  collection  of  coins  in  the  world.  The  task,  it  is  estimated,  will  take  three  years. 

The  collection  once  belonged  to  ex-King  Victor  Emmanuel  III,  who  left  it  to  the  Italian 
people  shortly  after  the  monarchy  was  ousted  and  before  he  died.  It  consists  of  23  huge  oak 
cases  filled  with  120,000  rare  coins  valued  at  more  than  £1 ,000,000.  Among  them  are  gold, 
silver  and  bronze  coins  dating  from  the  early  days  of  the  ancient  Roman  empire  to  present 
times.  They  represent  a  complete  history  of  Italy  for  the  past  2,400  years.  When  the  last 
war  broke  out  the  King  had  them  removed  to  a  castle.  There  they  were  protected  from 
bombing  but  not  from  the  Germans  when  they  occupied  Italy.  They  moved  them,  but  after 
the  war  the  collection  was  still  intact.  For  eight  years  they  have  been  kept  in  the  former 
Royal  Palace  of  the  Quirnale — now  the  residence  of  the  President  Einaudi — and  only  now 
has  space  been  found  to  show  them. 

The  actual  cataloguing  of  the  coins  will  not  start  until  next  month.  First  the  rooms  on 
the  last  floor  of  the  palace  are  to  be  reinforced  to  bear  the  weight  of  the  huge  iron  shelves  on 
which  the  coins  will  be  displayed. — Lancashire  Evening  Post ,  1 8r//  A  larch. 

Swedish  Coins  at  Stockholm.  Business  men  with  an  interest  in  economic  history  or 
in  numismatics  who  may  at  any  time  have  occasion  to  visit  Stockholm  may  well  find  it  worth 
while  to  spend  a  leisure  hour  in  examining  the  Royal  Swedish  Collections  of  Coins  and  Medals 
which  are  displayed  in  the  Swedish  National  Museum  of  Antiquities.  Antiquarians,  econo¬ 
mists,  and  artists  have  collaborated  in  arranging  the  exhibition,  and  the  relative  currency  value 
of  each  group  of  Swedish  pieces  is  shown  by  easily  understood  symbols,  in  explanatory  panels, 
above  the  cases  of  coins,  which  compare  the  price  of  cattle,  pigs  or  bales  of  hay,  a  journey¬ 
man’s  earnings,  the  cost  of  food,  clothes,  books,  and  other  things  with  the  face  value  of  the 
monetary  unit.  The  coins  illustrate  the  monetary  history  of  the  country  from  the  ninth  century 
to  the  present  day.  Of  special  interest  are  Sweden’s  and,  it  is  claimed,  Europe’s  first  bank 
note,  which  was  printed  in  Stockholm  in  1661,  and  what  is  believed  to  be  the  world’s  largest 
coin,  a  rectangular  copper  piece  of  1644  measuring  2  ft.  by  3  ft.,  and  weighing  nearly  40  lb. 
—  Times  Review  of  Industry ,  March. 

Find  of  Silver  Coins  near  Redcar.  A  broken  earthenware  urn  containing  a  strange 
assortment  of  old  silver  coins  has  been  found  on  Yearby  Farm,  near  Redcar. 

The  coins — there  are  1,187  of  them — are  of  various  sizes  and  the  bulk  of  them  are  in  good 
condition.  They  belong  to  the  reigns  of  Mary,  Elizabeth  I,  James  I,  James  II,  Charles  I, 
Charles  II,  William  III,  and  some  were  struck  while  Oliver  Cromwell  was  “  Lord  Protector.” 
The  oldest  bears  the  names  of  Mary  and  Philip,  who  reigned  between  1553-58,  and  the  most 
recent  is  a  William  III  dated  1697. 

A  hedge  at  the  farm,  which  belongs  to  Mr.  William  Ramshaw,  was  being  ploughed  out 
by  a  farmworker,  Mr.  Charles  Auty.  The  plough  struck  what  was  thought  to  be  a  stone, 
and  closer  examination  revealed  the  coins.  Later  Mr.  Ramshaw  went  to  the  spot  with  the 
police,  and  a  further  search  revealed  nothing  more.  The  coins  were  taken  to  Redcar  Police 
Station  and  the  Cleveland  Coroner  (Mr.  Bernard  Wilkinson)  has  been  informed.  An  inquest 
to  decide  the  ownership  of  the  “  treasure  ”  will  be  held. 

Yearby  Farm  like  most  of  Kirkleatham  has  a  long  historical  background  which  mainly 
involves  the  famous  Turner  family  who  built  Kirkleathem  Hall  in  the  17th  century. 

Charles  Auty,  56-year-old  farm  manager,  left  a  Redcar,  North  Yorkshire,  inquest  yester¬ 
day  with  a  smile.  He  stands  to  be  several  hundred  pounds  better  off. 

The  coroner  ruled  that  1,187  old  English  silver  coins,  some  dating  back  to  Philip  and 
Mary  (1553-1558),  which  Mr.  Auty  found  while  ploughing,  were  “  treasure  trove  ”  and  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Crown.  But  he  told  Mr.  Auty  coins  not  required  by  the  British  Museum 
were  usually  returned  to  the  finder. — News  Chronicle ,  30  March. 

Counterfeit  Guilders  Found.  Scotland  Yard  are  investigating  the  origin  of  1,400  Dutch 
guilders  believed  to  have  been  forged,  found  in  a  bag  marked  “  Midland  Bank,”  in  the  grounds 
of  the  Ranelagh  Club  at  Barnes.  The  coins  bore  the  mint  date  1945.  They  were  found  by 
Mr.  George  Liles,  of  Railway  Street,  Barnes. 

There  is  no  record  of  their  having  passed  through  the  Midland  Bank’s  branches,  nor 
were  they  issued  by  the  Royal  Mint,  which  sometimes  produces  for  foreign  countries.  No 
silver  coins  were  minted  in  the  Netherlands  in  1945. — Daily  Telegraph ,  19 th  March. 

Exhibition  of  French  Medals  at  Belfast.  Viscount  Brookeborough,  the  Ulster 
Premier,  yesterday  opened  in  the  Museum  and  Art  Gallery,  Belfast,  an  exhibition  of  French 
medals.  The  medals  have  been  lent  to  the  museum  by  the  French  Mint,  and  they  will  be 
on  display  for  about  a  month.  All  the  arrangements  for  the  exhibition  were  undertaken  by 
M.  Michel  Perceau,  French  Consul  in  Northern  Ireland,  and  his  staff.  The  French  Mint 
printed  and  supplied  an  attractive  cover  for  the  catalogue  to  the  exhibition. 
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It  is  only  the  second  international  exhibition  of  its  kind  to  be  held,  the  first  having  been 
staged  in  New  York  in  1951,  and  it,  therefore,  becomes  the  first  in  the  British  Isles.  The 
medals,  and  restrikes,  cover  a  period  of  almost  five  centuries,  and  illustrate  the  evolution 
and  development  of  the  numismatic  art  in  France. 

The  Prime  Minister  said  that  the  exhibition  showed  a  great  variety  of  medals  struck  for 
many  different  occasions,  and,  because  of  the  permanent  quality  of  work  done  in  metal,  they 
were  a  stimulating  sidelight  on  French  history.  Many  great  events  in  France’s  history  were 
commemorated  by  medals.  Some  of  those  events  arose  out  of  conflict  with  the  English — 
the  English  defeat  at  Brest,  lor  example,  and  Napoleon’s  stay  in  St.  Helena.  The  modern 
medals,  however,  marked  events  in  which  Frenchmen  and  Englishmen  were  rejoicing  side 
by  side.  There  was  the  victory  medal  in  the  1914-18  war,  and  the  medal  of  the  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  Kent. 

Speaking  in  French,  the  Prime  Minister  concluded  :  “I  hope  that  friendship  and  co¬ 
operation  will  remain  characteristic  features  of  our  relations  with  France.  The  exhibition 
will  serve  to  teach  us  about  something  of  which  most  of  us  know  little  and  it  will  add  to  our 
admiration  of  France.”  He  congratulated  M.  Perceau,  “  who  was  so  active  in  spreading 
knowledge  of  his  country,”  for  arranging  the  exhibition  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Seaby,  director  of  the 
museum. 

Air.  Perceau  said  that  he  hoped  the  exhibition  would  extend  cultural  relationships  between 
their  two  peoples.  He  thanked  the  Prime  Alinister,  the  Lord  Mayor  and  others  for  their 
assistance.  He  presented  as  a  souvenir  the  medal  of  the  Council  of  Europe  to  the  Prime 
Minister.  Inscribed  on  the  medal  are  Lord  Brookeborough’s  name  and  the  date  of  the 
presentation. — Belfast  News-Letter,  lsr  April. 


THE  DUCHESS  OF  KENT  S  MEDALS. 

Orders,  Decorations  and  Medals  of  Her  Royal  Highness  the 
Duchess  of  Kent,  C.I.,  G.C.V.O.,  G.B.E.

Pictures  of  H.R.H.  the  Duchess  of  Kent  taken  on  formal  or  great  occasions,  whether  in 
an  evening  gown  or  in  uniform,  show  her  wearing  either  actual  Orders  and  medals  or  medal 
ribbons.  Here  is  a  description  of  them,  from  which  they  may  be  identified. 

First  of  all  come  the  three  high  Orders  which  are  represented  by  the  letters  after  the 
Duchess’s  name — “  C.I.,  G.C.V.O.,  G.B.E.”  The  C.I.  stands  for  the  Imperial  Order  of 
the  Crown  of  India,  which  was  awarded  to  ladies  only.  Instituted  by  Queen  Victoria  when 
she  became  Empress  of  India,  it  seems  unlikely  that  fresh  awards  of  this  and  other  Orders 
associated  with  India  will  be  made  now  that  the  country  is  a  republic.  Royal  holders  of  the 
Crown  of  India,  which  has  only  one  class,  include  H.M.  The  Queen,  Queen  Elizabeth  the 
Queen  Mother,  the  Princess  Royal,  Princess  Margaret,  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  and 
Princess  Alice  Countess  of  Athlone.  The  insignia  consists  of  a  jewelled  oval  badge  and  is 
worn  with  a  bow  of  pale  blue  moire  silk  ribbon,  edged  with  white. 

“  G.C.V.O.”  signifies  that  she  is  a  Dame  Grand  Cross  of  the  Royal  Victorian  Order. 
This  is  the  highest  of  the  five  classes  of  this  Order,  which  is  bestowed  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Sovereign  for  extraordinary,  important  or  personal  services  to  the  monarch  or  the  Royal 
Family.  Ladies  have  only  been  eligible  for  admission  for  the  last  fifteen  years.  The  insignia 
of  a  Dame  Grand  Cross  consists  of  three  pieces  ;  Star,  Badge,  and  Sash.  The  Star  is  of  silver 
with  a  “  chipped  ”  surface  on  the  rays,  with  a  white  enamelled  Maltese  cross  bearing  the 
royal  and  imperial  cypher  of  Queen  Victoria,  “  V.R.I.,”  in  gold  letters  in  the  centre  and  an 
imperial  crown  above.  The  Badge  is  a  Maltese  cross  resembling  that  on  the  Star,  and  is 
worn  at  the  hip  from  a  broad  silk  Sash  over  the  right  shoulder.  The  colours  of  the  Sash 
are  blue  with  a  narrow  white  stripe  between  two  similar  red  stripes  at  each  edge. 

Last  of  the  three  high  British  Orders  is  the  G.B.E.,  Dame  Grand  Cross  of  the  Alost 
Excellent  Order  of  the  British  Empire,  Civil  Division.  Here  too.  Star,  Badge  and  Sash  form 
the  insignia.  The  Star  is  again  a  handsome  silver- rayed  one,  though  of  a  different  shape, 
and  bears  in  its  centre  the  conjoined  busts  of  King  George  V  and  Queen  Mary,  crowmed  and 
robed,  surrounded  by  a  circlet  inscribed  “  For  God  and  the  Empire.”  The  Badge  is  a  “  cross 
patonce  ” — that  is,  with  arms  ending  in  a  shape  like  a  fleur-de-lys — enamelled  pearl-grey 
and  bearing  the  busts  of  George  V  and  his  Consort  in  the  centre,  like  the  Star.  It  is  attached 
to  the  wide  silk  Sash  of  crimson  with  pearl-grey  edges. 

Several  other  ladies  of  the  Royal  Family  hold  both  the  G.C.V.O.  and  the  G.B.E.,  among 
them  the  Princess  Royal,  the  Duchess  of  Gloucester,  and  Princess  Alice  Countess  of  Athlone. 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  is  Sovereign  and  head  of  all  these  as  she  is  of  all  the  British  Orders  of 
Knighthood.

THE  DUCHESS  OF  KENT’S  MEDALS 


The  Duchess  is  also  a  Dame  Grand  Cross  of  the  Venerable  Order  of  the  Hospital  of  St. 
John  ot  Jerusalem  in  the  British  Realm.  This  ancient  institution  is  today  best  known  for  the 
hospital  and  ambulance  work  which,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grant  Priory  of  England,  it 
carries  on  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  With  this  good  cause  the  Duchess  has  long  been 
actively  identified  and  she  is  often  to  be  seen  in  the  uniform  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Asso¬ 
ciation.  As  a  Dame  Grand  Cross  she  wears  the  Star,  a  true  Maltese  cross  (i.e.,  with  V-shaped 
notches  at  the  ends  of  the  arms)  of  white  enamel ;  the  Badge,  a  similar  cross  in  gold  enamelled 
white,  with  lions  and  unicorns  alternately  in  the  angles  ;  with  the  Sash,  of  watered  biack 
silk  ribbon. 

Her  Royal  Highness  possesses  the  Royal  Family  Orders  of  Their  late  Majesties  Kings 
George  V  and  George  VI,  highly  select  decorations  which  are  given  by  the  Sovereigns  to 
Queens  Consort  and  other  royal  ladies,  usually  only  to  those  who  are  closely  related  by  blood 
or  marriage.  These  personal  Royal  Orders  consist  of  an  oval  miniature  portrait  of  the  donor 
set  in  a  frame  of  brilliants  and  suspended  over  a  bow  of  broad  watered  silk  ribbon — pale 
blue  for  the  Order  of  George  V  and  pink  for  that  of  George  VI.  The  Duchess  of  Kent  also 
holds  the  Greek  Royal  Family  Order  of  St.  Olga  and  St.  Sophia,  conferred  upon  her  by  the 
King  of  the  Hellenes  as  a  Princess  of  his  House.  Its  ribbon  is  dark  blue  with  an  intermittent 
edge  of  white  segments.  These  Royal  Family  Orders  are  usually  only  worn  on  ceremonial 
State  occasions,  but  they  may  often  be  seen  in  portraits  of  our  Queens  and  Princesses  in 
formal  evening  wear. 

In  addition  to  these  Orders  Her  Royal  Highness  wears  four  medals,  the  Defence  Medal 
of  the  1939/45  War,  the  Jubilee  Medal  of  King  George  V  issued  in  1935,  the  Coronation 
Medal  of  King  George  VI  issued  in  1937,  and  the  Coronation  Medal  of  Her  present  Majesty. 
The  ribbons  of  these  are  too  familiar  to  require  description. 

Thus  the  Duchess  has  the  highest  classes  of  three  British  Orders  as  well  as  that  of  the 
Order  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  ;  two  British  and  one  Greek  Royal  Family  Orders  ;  a  w7ar 
medal ;  and  three  commemorative  medals — a  total  of  eleven.  When  ribbons  alone  are  worn 
those  of  the  Royal  Family  Orders  are  omitted. 


WAR  MEDALS  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

READERS’  PROBLEMS. 

59.  Browsing  through  my  son’s  Bulletin  for  April,  I  came  across  the  Problem  No.  59 
“  Was  the  M.S.M.  ever  awarded  for  acts  of  bravery  when  actually  in  contact  with  the  enemy  ?  ” 

Now  the  conditions  governing  the  grant  of  M.S.M.  have  been  amended  many  times,  but  I 
think  that  the  amendment  in  January  1917  will  cover  the  question.  It  is  as  follows  : 

“  Warrant  Officers,  N.C.O.’s  and  Men  who  are  duly  recommended  for  the  grant  in 
respect  of  gallant  conduct  in  the  performance  of  military  duty  otherwise  than  in  action 
against  the  enemy,  or  in  saving,  or  attempting  to  save  the  life  of  an  officer  or  soldier,  or 
for  devotion  to  duty  in  a  theatre  of  war.” 

In  1917  I  was  concerned  in  the  building  of  a  large  P.  of  W.  Camp  some  20  miles  from 
Calais,  I  had  to  send  a  convoy  of  20  odd  vehicles  to  Calais  for  equipment,  and  on  its  return 
it  was  caught  by  a  large  force  of  enemy  planes  and  severely  dealt  with.  The  R.Q.M.S.  in 
charge  did  many  brave  things,  including  saving  the  life  of  one  of  the  drivers.  He  was  awarded 
the  M.S.M. 

I  would  claim  that  this  was  bravery  in  action  against  the  enemy,  and  in  the  last  war  we 
were  all  regarded  as  being  in  the  front  line.  The  grant  of  the  M.S.M.  for  gallant,  arduous,  or 
specially  meritorious  services  not  in  action  with  the  enemy  was  abolished  in  1928,  when  its 
place  was  taken  by  the  B.E.M.  What  has  happened  to  the  M.S.M.  or  the  B.E.M.  since, 
I  have  no  idea. — Charles  Macaulay. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  N.S.  At  the  meeting  on  24th 
February,  Mr.  A.  D.  H.  Bivar  read  a  paper 
entitled  “  The  Bactrian  Treasure  of  Qunduz,” 
in  which  he  described  a  find  made  in  1948 
in  Northern  Afghanistan.  Six  hundred  and 
ten  coins,  representing  perhaps  75%  of  the 
total  found,  were  secured  for  the  Kabul 
Museum,  where  they  are  now  exhibited.  They 
include  fourteen  types  or  varieties  previously 


unrecorded,  including  Bactrian  (Attic  weight) 
tetradrachms  of  Lysias,  Theophilus,  Arche- 
bius,  Philoxenus  and  Hermaeus.  The  story 
of  Greek  rule  in  Bactria  was  thus  carried  on 
for  many  years  after  it  was  currently  believed 
to  have  ended  ;  it  was  suggested  that  a  Greek 
enclave  at  Qunduz  might  have  survived  until 
90  b.c.,  and  that  this  might  be  the  true  date 
of  Hermaeus,  whose  chronology  would  in  any 
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case  need  revision  with  the  discovery  of  his 
Bactrian  tetradrachm.  Attic  tetradrachms  of 
Menander  were  also  known  to  exist,  and  in 
view  of  the  material  in  Kabul,  their  inter¬ 
pretation  presented  no  great  difficulties.  Mr. 
Bivar  closed  with  the  suggestion  that  the  signi¬ 
ficance  of  Bactrian  reverse  types  was  princi¬ 
pally  personal,  these  being  the  badges  or 
devices  of  the  kings  who  issued  the  coinage. 

Cambridgeshire  N.S.  A  paper  on  the 
coins  and  bank  notes  of  19th  and  20th  century 
Russia  was  read  by  Mr.  H.  Osi  to  the  March 
meeting  of  the  C.N.S.  As  the  various  reigns 
were  considered,  Mr.  Osi  exhibited  many 
appropriate  coins  and  notes  and  the  whole 
provided  an  interesting  and  instructive  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  series. 

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  N.S. 

At  the  March  meeting  Mr.  David  McFarlan, 
one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  of  the  members, 
read  an  excellent  paper  on  “  Coins  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire  ”  and  his  paper  was 
illustrated  by  a  display  of  those  coins  which 
were  the  property  of  another  member,  Mr. 
Walter  J.  F.  Allen.  The  real  beauty  of  many 
of  these  coins  was  very  striking  and  the  high 
standard  of  skill  used  in  their  manufacture 
was  equalled  by  the  charm  and  understanding 
of  Mr.  McFarlan’s  paper. 

N.S.  of  Nottinghamshire.  At  the  meeting 
on  2nd  March,  the  paper  of  the  evening,  “  The 
Heraldic  Crown,”  was  read  by  Mr.  F.  Philip- 
son.  He  introduced  the  subject  with  references 
to  ancient  Chaldea  and  Egypt,  and  discussed 
the  use  of  the  diadem  in  Imperial  Rome  and 
Byzantium.  The  development  of  the  Royal 
crown  from  Saxon  times  was  followed  by  the 
aid  of  excellent  episcope  illustrations,  taken 
mostly  from  coins  or  Great  Seals. 


Tyneside  N.S.  At  a  meeting  held  in  the 
Black  Gate  Museum,  Newcastle,  on  the  10th 
March,  of  coin  collectors  from  Northumber¬ 
land  and  Durham  it  was  unanimously  decided 
on  the  formation  of  the  “  Tyneside  Numismatic 
Society,”  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Corbitt,  F.R.N.S., 
was  elected  Secretary.  The  present  strength 
of  this  Society  is  23,  and  it  is  hoped  that  any¬ 
one  interested  will  communicate  with  the 
Secretary  at  the  Black  Gate  Museum.  Full 
details  of  meeting  dates  have  not  yet  been 
agreed,  but  it  is  hoped  to  publish  same  in  these 
columns  very  shortly. 

Wessex  N.S.  The  last  three  meetings  of 
the  Society  have  varied  considerably  in  the 
choice  of  subjects,  but  have  all  been  most 
enjoyable.  In  January  Mr.  A.  T.  Morley 
Hewitt  conducted  an  Auction  of  members’ 
duplicates  and  some  fine  and  rare  coins  were 
disposed  of.  At  the  February  meeting  Mr. 
D.  G.  Liddell  spoke  on  the  Milled  Gold  Coin¬ 
age,  displaying  by  way  of  illustration  some 
most  beautiful  coins  and  patterns.  Although 
the  audience  on  this  occasion  was  only  small 
as  a  result  of  the  bad  weather  and  illness  on 
the  part  of  some  members,  it  was  none  the  less 
enthusiastic. 

The  March  meeting  provided  members 
with  a  fine  opportunity  of  hearing  some  of  the 
methods  utilised  by  the  staff  of  the  British 
Museum  Coin  Room  in  deciding  their  many 
problems.  Mr.  R.  H.  Dolley,  B.A.,  gave  an 
instructive  commentary  on  his  researches 
during  three  years  in  the  Coin  Room  and 
brought  to  his  subject  a  keen  perception  of 
vital  issues  in  connection  with  the  current 
problems  he  discussed.  Mr.  Dolley  illustrated 
his  talk  with  a  selection  of  lantern  slides  and 
afterwards  answered  many  questions  and 
joined  with  members  in  a  general  discussion.
